Owing to our villalnous loeation in
the arenn, we heard only three ot
the many flne speeches that were
made. These wers two splendid ef-
forts by Wi, Jeonlngs Bryan and
Mr, Littleton's great speech nomi-
nating Jodge Parker, These were
the only ones that held the fixed and
undivided attontion of that vast
throng of over 10000 people.
